It  is,  however ^  scarcely  possible  o  avoid  -uniac  errors,  f mm 
tht  very  nature  of  the  undertaking,  but  we  hope  ihey  are  frw.  ijreat 
m(tenti§n  has  been  paid  to  the  ahtronomical  cakdations  The  prog- 
nostications of  weather  can  never  be  quitf  certain,  a'lhough  f/n  re 
maybe  just  grounds  for  the  expectation  of  aparticu'ar  kind  if  uea- 
ther,  at  a  certain  period  to  come,  by  reason  of  planetary  injlaci.re- 
These  cnlcalations  are  at  least  amusing,  and  are  therefore  nhscricd 
Mccording  to  ancient  usage.

wood  like  a  pipe  ;  then  when  they  please  they  make  pouder  of  it, 
and  then  put  it  in  one  of  the  ends  uf  the  said  cornet  or  pipe,  and 
laying  a  cole  of  (ire  upon  ii,  at  the  other  cnde  suck?  so  long  that 
they  fill  their  bodies  full  of  smoke,  till  that  it  cummath  out  of 
their  mouth  and  nostrilt^s,  even  as  out  of  tha  toniiell  of  a  chim-

Mohawksy  are  yet  alive,  ' — After  ascribing:  the  pacific  overtures  ot 
the  General  to  the  impotence  of  the  French, Si  repelling  the  charg- 
es brought  agaij:sthl9  couatrytaen,  ha  atdded-^We  ar«  bora  free  ', 
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■^p  *Tavo  po  dependence  either  on  (he  Onnmitio  or  tlip  Gor/ar**" 
This  fjfioech,  which  nifovdsaii  inlerefting  specimen  of  lhe*pirit  and 
>»luqnenne  ol  (he  abori^irmls,  hs.^  (bis  fine  conclusion  — "  Aiy  voice 
jg  (hf?  vcice  of  nil  ih«*Fivc  lNa(ion8. — Henr  uh^it  (hpy  suy  ;  opea 
Tour  cars  to  what  they  «peak. — The  Stntkas,  Cayugas,  Onondattts, 
no'i  Molinv^hs.  say,  thai  wh«in  they  buried  the  hatchet  at  CB(arR- 
ciiftv,  in  the  presence  of  your  pre(let'e«-.s«>r,  in  the  very  center  nf 
ihe  Fort,  and  planted  the  tree  of  ptace  in  the  same  place,  it  was 
then  agreed  that  (he  Fort  shonid  be  used  as  a  place  of  rendezvous 
'.or  mefrhants,  and  not  as  refuge  for  soldiers, — Hear,  Onnuntio, 
y.»ii  ought  to  take  care,  that  so  great  a  number  of  soldiers,  as  ap- 
pear now,  do  not  choki*  the  tree  of  peace, planted  in  ?o  small  a  fort, 
and  hhider  it  from  shading  both  your  country  and  ours  with  i».s 
branche)  I  do  assure  you,  that  our  warriors  shall  dance  to  the 
Calumet  of  Peace  under  its  leaves,  and  that  we  will  never  dig  up 
(lie  ax  to  cut  it  down,  until  the  Onnuntio  or  the  Corlar  shall  either 
jointly  or  separately  endeavour  to  invade  the  country,  which  the 
Great  Spirit  had  given  to- our  ancestors — This  belt  con Arnan  my 
words  ;  and  this  other,  (be  authority,  which  the  Five  iNatioos  have 
given  me." 

Enraged  at  this  bold  reply,  De  la  6arre  retired  to  bis  tent,  and 
prudently  snspended  his  menaces.     Two  days  after,  at  the  con 
elusion  of  the  peace,  the  Indian  chief  and  his  retinue  returned  to 
their  country,  and  the  French  army  •mbarked  in  their  canoes  tot 
B1ont»'eal. 

The  inhabitants  of  Canada  amounted  to  t7,0(H>  ;— 
three  Jhou^antJof  whom  were  supposed  to  be  cHpabie  of 
bearing  arms.  Chalmers  says  these  nun^bers  were  taken  fronu 
an   accurate  account  made  by  order  of  the  Government. 

I^Q-  In  this  year  the  French  Cabinet  took  measures  (o  des- 
troy, as  was  intended',  at  one  blow,  (he  uhole  Britisii 
inteiestin  North  America.  M  Denonville,  wbo  had  succeedinl 
De  la  Barre,  took  the  field  at  the  head  of  150()  French  and  50« 
Indians-  The  Senekas^  who  had  refused  to  meet  De  la  Barre  at 
the  late  treaty,  were  known  to  b^  most  firmly  attdcbed  (o  (he 
English,  it  was  therefore  determined  either  to  extirpate  that  tribe, 
or  so  to  humble  them,  as  to  render  them  examples  of  French  re- 
sfintmentto  all  the  other  Indians. 

Dsnonville  commenced  his  march  from  Catararuay  on  the  2$rdl 
of  June  In  this  rampaign;  the  sconti  of  the  French  army  had 
advanced  as  far  as  the  corn  of  the  villages  without  seeing  a  single 
Indirfin  ;  though  they  passed  within  pistol-shot  of  60l>  Senekas, 
who  laid  on  their  bellies,  and  suffered  (hem  to  pass  artd  repass, 
without  disturbing  them      But,  on  a  sudden,  when   the  invaditjg

Ihfc  valour  ot  the  Frencb  army  was 
m.'\t  cmployod  in  destrt.yiiig  the  «orn  of  the  Indian  plantations, 
which  they  i>tf«  ctunily  ai.coaipliitbed  ;  end  thus  ended  the  §xlir- 
pal irig  v,Hn\: 'diS^noi  Uenonville  ! 

liefore  Dt^ncnville  returned  into  Fanada  he  built  a  Fort,  with 
fonr  bastions,  at  Pviagara,  in  which  he  left  a  garri-on  of  100  men, 
with  provisi  ins  ;  but  it  was  suui  alturwardk  abandonad.

A  body  r.f  1200  Indiaiig  of  the  Fivt  Nations  invaded  the  IslaoiA 
of  Montreal  on  rlie  i!6lh  of  July,  burnt  all  the  plantation^,  and 
made  a  horrible  massacre  of  men,  women,  and  children  j  throwing 
the  who!*'  French  cob  ny  into  the  ntmo»t  consternation;  inso- 
much, that  Valrenes,  the  commandant  at  Cataracuay  was  ordered 
by  Denoiivilie  (o  abandon  that  place — Smith  (in  his  JV,  Forft,  p. 
f6)  says,  that  iOOO  Frenrh  wf- re  slain  in  this  invasion,  and  26  car* 
ried  off  and  burnt  alive.  Charlzvuix's  account  is  horrible — •'  //* 
oiivrirmt  le  sein  des  femmes  enctintes,  pour  en  arracker  le  fruitt 
tjiCdUs  portoitnt,  iU  mirtnt  dcs  enfanf  tout  vivans  a  la  broche,  el  cori' 
traigvirtnt  Us  meres  de  Us  tourner  pour  Us  /aire  rotir  " 

In  a  conference  held  this  year  betwten  the  EngUah  Colonies  and 
the  I  ive  Nations,  the  latter  prrmisfd  to  preserve  "  the  chain 
(which  united  them)  inviolMble"  and  said  "  we  wish  that  tht  sun 
may  nhvays  shim  in  peace  over  all  our  heads,  that  are  comprehtnded 
in  this  chain. " 

1690  *^"  unsuccestfnl  attack  on  Quebec  was  made  this  year 
by  'he  Ert^lish  forces,  from  the  Colonies,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Sir  VY.  Phi,.s.  The  fleet  did  not  arrive  before  that  fortress 
until  the  5lh  of  Ociober  The  largest  jhips  carried  44  guns.  A 
simultaneous  attnc  k  on  Montreal,  by  way  •(  Lake  Champlain,  at 
the  same  time,  wri  designed,  but  the  army  was  compelled  to  re- 
treat by  sickness  (a.*  it  is  said  ;)  and  the  fl«et,  after  many  dieastew, 
trriv«ii  at  Boston  oq  the  lUth  of  X<Ioyember.

Every  facility  is  given  to  the  Spttler,  who  can  take  the  niiifibers 
of  vacant  lots,  in  any  particular  Tt.wn^hip,  and  go  and  judge  (op 
himself,  as  to  the  situation  and  ({ualilyofthe  land,  tteture  he 
isakes  his  location  ;  su  that,  if  he  makes  an  improper  choice,  ha 
liai  no  one  to  blame  but  himself.  'I'u  save  trouble  aiidexpence  to 
the  poor  emigrants  who  arrive  in  this  country  for  the  purpose  of 
seftleinent,  Country  Land  Boards  aieeRtablished  in  every  District 
where  thcie  are  any  vacant  lands  belonging  to  the  Crown,  for  lo- 
cation ;  and  these  Lund  Boards  are  empowered  to  grant  Tickets 
for  50,  100,  and  200  acies  ;  but  not  for  a  larger  quantity. — If 
more  than  200  Acres  is  required  the  applicant  c^iist  petition  the 
Land  Council  in  York.  The  applicant  must  satisfy  the  Board  that 
he  is  not  an  Alien,  and  he  i»  required  to  take  the  Oath  of  Alle- 
giance 

The  New  Townships  are  formed  out  of  recent  purchases  by 
Governm<?nt  from  {he  Indians,  who  receive  their  payments  annu- 
ally, in  cloatbing,  ammunition,  and  siicb  articles  as  they  require. 
Jt  must  be  intfcr^slin:^  to  many  readers  to  see  a  statement  of  s«me 
of  these  purchases,  the  following  are  the  most  recettt : —

Thii  ?ysteni  prevents  a* 
ny  complaints,  or  even  t  murmur  of  any  kind,  firora  the  Aborigi- 
nets  of  the  country,  who  live  on  the  best  terms  with  their  white 
neish  hours. 

Whilst  engaged  in  this  part  of  the  subject  it  m«y  not  be  amiss 
io  givfi  a  word  or  two  of  advice  to  Emigrants  af  all  cJussef,  from 
one  who  has  seen  a  good  deal  of  the  country. 
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it  muit  tlways  bo  taken  for  grunted  (liat  whoever  leaves  ]lji<^> 
iand,  uu  iDutttr  where,  he  g<t«'8,  he  niuiit  experience  some  change 
for  fhe  worse  ;  for  it  he  is  ijo  otherwi!<«  afffcled  than  in  hi-  feel- 
ings he  muvt  suffer  a  tt-niporary  laceration  (hut  may  jnundice  eve- 
ry first  view  he  may  take  of  tho  new  cuuMtry  to  which  ht-  goes, 
and  it  is  not  prett  nded  that  even  Canada  h  so  heavenly  a  land  as 
to  do  away  at  once  with  all  such  views  und  feelings,  hlthoii^h  the 
writer  of  this  account  has  hut  little  hesitation  in  stating  that  it 
speedily  takes  fast  hold  of  the  alfectionsof  the  new  rriuer  ;  and, 
that,  if  af»ir  com|>arison  is  made  between  the  advantnges  and  dU' 
advantages  ftossessicd  hy  the  various  Coloniod  of  Great  Britiiin  iti 
diffiM'ent  parts  of  lUe  world, — these  thing««  coolly  and  caniiiJly 
weighed,  the  decii^ion  must  be.  in  favour  of  Can/ u  a  ;  which  is,  un- 
flouhtedly,  one  of  the  most  fertile  and  luai^nificent  regions  of  (he 
(ilobe  ;  peopled  by  the  subjf  cti«  of  Ureat  Britain  ;  in  the  full  {tos- 
session  of  British  laws,  and  immnnitiei  ;  and,  with  a  Constitution, 
)icarly  on  an  exact  model  of  that  of  England;  l)nt,withou(  (he  vexa- 
tious operation  of  a  tytht  sii*ttm,  and  with  scarcely  any  taxes,  be- 
sides many  other  privileges  it  would  be  tedious  to  name  on  this  oc> 
casion  Were  it  nut  for  the  difference  of  scenery  and  climute,  a 
Bian  emigrating  from  England,  to  this  country,  would  scarcely 
feel  sensible  of  an  immediate  change,  since  he  finds  tue  sume 
laws,  manners,  customs,  language,  and  often  the  same  faces  he 
haJ  known  at  his  former  home. 

vVith  all  these  superior  advantagi^s  and  enjoyments,  which  are 
such  as  can  be  had  in  no  other  colony,  some  individuals  may  be 
found  to  undervalue  (hem  and  ^>t  di^^con'ented,  but  these  instances 
serve  as  lessons  to  others. — Let  one  (>f  them  be  here  named. — A. 
man  who  arrived  in  this  Province,  frf)m  the  north  of  EiJ'^ln;ul, 
with  a  few  pounds  in  his  pocket,  settled  on  a  farm  between  Yoilc 
R!)d  Lake  Sinu.oe  ;  the  industry  and  economy  of  five  or  six  years, 
ill  this  now  situation,  made  him,  c«)mparatively,  independent. '— 
lie  had  a  suflicient  quautily  of  land  cleared,  and  a  saw  mill,  to 
bring  him  u  handsome  income  ;  and  he  lived  ut  his  ease,  and  with 
plenty. — But  it  is  the  nature  of  man  to  be  reslltss  antj  disatisfied  ; 
»u  il  whH  iji  this  instance — Although  he  had  never  enjoyed  so 
much  aflluen'ie  at  any  former  pciiod of  his  life,  this  man  grew  un- 
easy;  he  thought  of  Enp;iaud,  bis  former  abodes,  hi";  home,  hia 
flticient  frit'nds,  bis  recollections  became  insupportable  ;  he  sold 
his  fHfm.  his  mill,  his  stock,  and  once  more  set  his  fnce  towards 
England  : — the  voyage  was  passed,  a  few  hours  brought  him  into 
tli<^  midst  of  the  scene  of  his  youth  ;  he  again  look  a  farm,  stock- 
ed il,  again  tried  the  fluctuations  of  mf\rketsand  fairs,  and  was  a- 
gain  bankrupt,/ a/a%  bankrupt  .for  noii>  there  was  jio/W/?g' loft,  and 
tills  foolish  man  ended  his  days  in  a  woik  hou^e  1  Frightful  ex- 
olifirig.>  for  the  ease  and  independence  of  a  Canadian  Y£oman  I

Fil!y  Acres,  Miipr  !,eiiig  im)  more  than  three  years  in  the  Pn»vinc«, 
All  :h«  jMi(»r  emigrant,  a  ho  art  Ives  at  Qn- bee  orMontr«ai,  hasto 
do;  is  loput»liioiwuiUa:i:»pucdiiy  as  |tocsiUti  tui    the  Upper  Pro- 
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vioce,  he  must  not  suffer  himself  to  be  deterred  hyUs  apparent 
distance,  and  he  must  stop  his  ears  against  all  the  insinuations  and 
eeductions  that  will  be  used  ill  his  passage  up  (he  country,  espe- 
cially by  Americans  along  the  whole  course  of  the  St  Lawrence, 
vlio  will  try  every  art  to  seduce  Lim  into  the  United  States.  Let 
him  ever  bear  in  mind  what  he  may  have  been  frequently  told,- 
anil  with  ujijch  truth,  that  Upper  Canada  i.i  the  best  "  poor  man's 
eountri/ in  tkn  world,"  and  lot  him  determine  on  making  actual 
evfieriment  for  himself,  and  if  he  has  only  industryt  perttvtranct^ 
and  inte^/ity,  we  will  not  only  answer  for  his  suci  est ;  but,  that 
reilher  himself  nor  children  will  ever  have  occasion  to  repent  the 
choice  which  he  has  made.  Such  a  man  may,  in  a  short  time  rea* 
lize  every  ol'ject  of  a  reasonable  ambition,  and   become  one  of 

*■    the  mo.*t  free  and  independent  men  on  earth 

In  manypUces.  particularly  at  Port  Hope,  and  at  Cobourgj  in 
the  Disti  id  of  Newcastle,  preparations  have  been  made  for  the  re- 
ception of  poor  Emijirants,  by  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings, 
and  every  facility  being  in  readiness  for  securing  an  early  location 
ill  a  desirable  sittinlion  amongst  the  new  Townships  back  of  the 
Rice  Lake, to  which  there  is  an  excellent  road  from  Port-Hope  — 
Thi?  fine  part  «)f  the  country  is  principally  settled  by  persons  I'rom 
ftcotlntid  and  Ireland,  and  from  the  Eiiglish  Counties  of  York^ihire 
and  Cumberland. 

The  Cuurtllouse,  where  the  Land  Board  for  the  District  siti 
fe^iilarly  (»nce  in  every  fortnight,  is  bclvveon  the  two  villages  of 
Cobourg  and  Port •  Hope  ;  in  l)oth  of  whioh  there  is  n  handsome 
church  «f  the  establiihrd  Religion,   besides  a  School  houfie  ;  and 

*  Ff'irs  are  held  twice  a  year  at  both  places.  There  are  two  excel- 
Jem  Gritl  Millsi,  one  at  each  village  ;  ard.ai  Port  Hope,  there  are 
bf. sides  a  Saw  Mill^  Oil  Mill,  &.  Fulling  Mill,  three  B*eweries  and 
Distilleries  ;  2  Tanneries,iik  Hal  Manufactory;  Mill-vvrights,  several 
oxc;cil("nt  Stores,  in  which  every  description  of  u?efnl  merchandize 
way  beliad  on  modui ate  terms;  two  Blacksmith's  Shops,  Pot  and 
I'eHrl  Asheiies,CabinetA1aker5,C8rpenters,Masons,Cot  pers.Slioe- 
inakrrs  Tailors,  and  several  other  useful  methanes.  Cobourg 
and  Port- Hope  are  only  seven  miles  distant  from  each  other,  by  a 
good  road  :  &  ,  between  the  two,  another  village,  named  jSmhurst, 
In  wljich  tne  C.uirt  House  is  situated,  has  been  laid  out  by  Capt. 
IJuRNiiAMin  which  are  already  two  Tavern^,  several  mechanics) 
Bed  soaii-  iioat  liousts. 

Poll  Jlcpe  is  the  most  convenient  place  of  dqioi  for  the  Town- 
ships in  the  rear  of  Hope  and  Hamilton,  U  fur  the  Upper  Ferry  on 
Rico  Lake,  and  is  the  place  where  the  greatest  trade  is  carried  on; 
Jim/iurst,  is  the  most  convenient  for  the  Middle  Ferry  on  the  Rice 
Lake  ;  nnd,  for  <hose  who  mny  have  to  ascend  tlie  River  Oloni 
bee  ;  Cohourg,  in  ivhich  there  is  excellent  accommodation,  and 
se,  u'ttl  good  Sioresis,  the  most  coiiveuieut  for  the  Lower-Ferry 
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00  til  •  Rice  take,and  to  those  who  may  h%ve  basinf  ss  in  the  louv- 
er i»9rts  of  the  Township  of  Otonibee  and  Asphodel,  with  the 
new  'Iown^hips  in  their  rear,  and  down  the  River  Trent. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  a  reference  to  a  Map  of  this  country,  that  the 
Tillages  just  mentioned  are  most  advantageously  situated  nearly 
ill  the  centre  of  the  north  coast  of  Lake  Ontario  ;  and  it  is  im- 
fiossible  they  can  fail  to  become,  with  the  gradual  improvement  of 
the  couutry,  places  of  great  public  consequence  hereafter.  It 
should  not  b^  forgotten,  likewise  to  mention,  that  these  villaj!;p8, 
with  ilioir  respective  neighbourhood!!,  and  the  Rice  L»ke,  ah**ady 
possess  an  extensive  circle  of  good  and  even  polishnl  s()t;ie(y. 

We  have  been  the  more  particular  in  these  remarks  berau>e  wo 
are  quite  satisfied  that  the  District  of  Newcastle  offers  the  finest 
fieJd  for  enterprize,  &i  merits  more  attention  from  Emigrantsjthan 
any  other  part  of  Canada. 

Should  this  slight  and  hasty  skttch  fall  into  the  hands  of  any  of 
thp  poorer  class  of  Emigrants,  before   they  can   have   made  any 
settlement,  it  may  be  well  to  give  them  some  idea  of  the  espence 
they  must  be  at,  before  they  can  he  said  to  be  at  all  comfortable. 
At  the  fesent  time  it  will  costltim  pretty  nearly  as  follows  :—

Tbp  author  iliustrates  his  argument  by  an  example,  after  the

« In  1795,  the  paii?h  of  Barkham,  in  Reikslitre,  contained  200 
inhabitants,  of  whom  about  4t>  besides  the  ^ick,  rec^-ived  relief  to 
th«'  amount  of  £75  n  year  Thi*  averagf  experice  of  sui'porting 
tlje  familifs  of  labou'ers  in  Barkham  was  then  about  £25  each; 
making  the  rate  of  £75  to  ^>e  divisiftle  amongst  a  nuiiiber  of  }»po- 
pie  eijuivalent  to  three  ordinary  families,  which  may  he  >^aid  t(»  be 
the  number  in  excess  o(  the  want  in  employment  — If  the  j'ari^ih 
oo'jid  be  disburdened  of  these  three  families,  and  e mplfy'iient 
should  not  vary,  those  left  behind  would  receive  ^vages  e(jual  to 
their  full  support,  until  paupers  again  super  abomid, 

"  The  means  for  settlino  three  faniilies  in  Uppnr  Canada  !s  as- 
sumed to  be  a  loan  of  £6V>0,  to  be  repaid  in  ten  years,  as  fiefore 
stated,  and  this  sum  will  be  raised  ta-ily  by  a  morti^agv  of  the 
rates  under  the  sanction  •  (  an  Act  of  Pai  liamenf  — Thus  (hf  rates 
will  be  lowered  forthwith  to  the  interest  of  Ibat  loan  ;  viz;  In  £30 
a  year  from  £75  ;  and  they  will  decrease  contltiuaily  in  p'oporiiuri 
nsthe  l(»an  shall  be  repaid  ;  and  a-  the  town  i^lot  and  nth'r  land 
apportioned  tf)  the  parish  shall  become  niarketabie  Tlis  will  be 
variable  in  point  of  time  ;  and  the  an>ounf  of  the  prriceeds  will 
d»^pend  on  the  general  prosj)erity  ot  flie  whole  settirment  ;  it  can 
hardly  fail  of  making  a  v«-ry  cori'^idernble  retnn  within  seven 
years  of  the  colonists  quitting  l.rjgtHfid.  Accordi  g  to  the  expen- 
diture of  Baikham,  the  rates  for  a  surplus  fxjpiilatioti  of  one  hun' 
dred  familes  is  £2a(H)a  year.  Upon  this  incon  e  it  would  be  easy 
to  l)orr<tw  £20,('00  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  of  Paili;Mnent. 
The  interest  on  which  being  taken  at  £l(*00ayear,  the  parish 
from  which  the  colonists  could  proceed  would  make  a  present  au- 
nuHl  saving  of  £1500 

"  To  a  settlement  of  this  description,  the  managers  should  de- 
vote their  w  hole  attention  ;  and  a  leader  of  infelligence  ivouUl  be 
amply  remunerated  by  the  share  of  i\iid  lands  'o  be  apfiortioned 
t'^  him  in  respect  of  a  colony  of  from  500  to  2000  families."

dinussion  are  necessarily  so  much  i/ariowed  by  the  necessity  of 
rcga'ding  other  fuhjeits 

Ihe  field  here  presented  to  men  of  an  liglier  order,  and  to  ca« 
pitali'ts,  is  so  extensive,  and  riqoyes  so  inuidi  detail,  as  well  as 
vfifument,  and  illustration,  to  demonstrate  ;  that  we  cannot  pre- 
tend to  enter  upon  it  with  any  fullness  on  this  occasion  ;  nor 
would  it,  indeed,  he  altogether  a  tit  s;jiiJB(l  tor  iliscussion  in  a 
mt'tf  skfflc/i  like  tliis  ;  llowevi^r,  as  it  is  not  improbable  this  lilfle 
work  mav  fall  ijito  the  hands  of  persons  auxiotis  for  some  int  ir- 
niation  on  this  head  ;  a  few  hrief  leioarks  shaH  be  added,  reserv- 
ing a  fulin  statement  for  another,  and  a  more  enlarged,  op[iortu- 
nily 

Of  the  liberal  profc^sionf,  Clcrq^rjmen  are  tlie  mo-t  required,  and 
Lawi/trs  the  h'ast  needed.  Such  a  provision  lias  been  ma(ie  l)y  the 
Imperial  Government, for  the  established  Cl'urctt.  wilhiuit  aoyde- 
mnui,  or  lyihe  from  the  people  ;  as  must  eventually, (should  ihiiits 
liappily  remain  constituted  a?  ihey  now  nre,j  nake  tlie  Canadian 
Cltr^y  the  most  powerful. weolthy,  ^  irtfiueitlial  oody  t*'  he  found 
in  Hiiy  country,  ancient  or  n;od(i  n;  no  les-^  Jlian  ontscvenik  of  the 
whole  soil  l)eiogsit  apnrtlor  its  u;c  oisopport  It  is  true  the  income, 
(tl present,  derived  from  tiiis  vast  appropiialion,  is  scarcely  vvortb 
the  1  tvmijig  ;  but,  it  i.^  e\ery  day  inrreasing,  and  it  is  impos^ildft 
to  say  to  what  extent  it  may  hereafter  arrive.  There  n;t>  a  gtt  at 
laanv  situations  in  varlou.s  parts  (f  the  Province,  where  .^ucb 
Clergymen  as  would  be  active  in  their  iukpoitant  duties  are  much 
uanted. 

\u  Act  of  the  Provincial  Parli:iment  rircvents  English  or   Scot" 
tiih  Aliuiiiies  frona  pracliciug  here  uiiti!  they  have  stived  a  Clerk 
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^hip  of  the  same  dursfion  as  is  required  from  Lait-StudtnU  in  this 
country,  viz  Flue  Years  actual  service,  under  articles,  to  a  Prac- 
ticing Attorney  of  tliis  I'rovlnce  Re.vulai  Barristers,  however, 
or  ^\)y  persdn  wli«>  has  be«ri  called  t<>  practice  at  the  Bar  of  any 
of  His  Majesty's  Sijjierior  Courts,  not  li..vinj?  mert*l>  local  .Iiu'is- 
dictiiin  in  Enj»laMd,  Scotland,  in  Ireland,  or  in  any  of  His  Majes- 
ty's IVovinceh  in  N'rlh  America,  on  producing  testimonials  of 
good  cluoacter  and  conduct,  to  the  sati»faction  of  the  Law  So- 
ciety of  this  Province,  may  be  called  by  the  said  Law  S«)ciety  to 
the  d^'grcp  of  a  Oarrisl^r  npun  his  entering  himself  of  the  buid 
Society,  and  conforming  tu  all  the  rules  and  regulations  there- 
of       ' 

There  are  several  openings  in  country  situations,  in  tiflFerent 
part.^  of  the  Provinre,  whtMv  skilful  Medical  Men  are  much  want- 
ed, and  ill  which  th^y  could  5«carcely  fail  to  realize  handsome 
properties;  tut  tlu;  Ubour  in  surh  &ituati<in«,  is  severe  A  MeOi' 
<7a/ Z>oar«/ is  cstiiblishcd  at  York  to  eKamine  all  candidate-,  who 
hfive  not  giaduated  ill  the  regular  manner  at  some  emint'iit  Bri- 
tish, or  Foreign,  University;  and  no  pretender  to  knowledge  in 
this  important  protessiiuiis  allowed  to  practice  here  without  hav- 
ini{  previously  statisQcd  the  iJoart/ of  hib  ability,  and  obtainiRg  a 
licence  for  thiil  purpose 

O.  ail  i-rofesnionnl  men,  or  those  of  the  middle  ranks  of  So- 
ciety who  are  not  posiesied  of  much  wealth,  thfre  are  none  to 
whom  so  many  advantaj^es  are  ('ffered  in  this  country,  as  to  the 
//a(/' ;'flrj/ 0//ic6r*  of  'he  British  Army  and  Navy  They  become 
inimediakly  indepondt-nl  EfJiitled  by  tbo  ropulations  of  Govern- 
mrnt  to  receive  from  5U0  to  1200  acres  cf  Land,accorditig  to  theif 
rank,  from  an  Ensign  U>  a  Colonel,  if  in  the  Army  ;  and,  from  a 
Midshipman  f<>  a  Capiaiu,  if  in  the  Navy  ;  on  jmyment  of  a  Fee 
scarcely  worth  the  naming  (£'2  18  8.) — they  are  immediately 
placed  on  a  fooling  witii  the  Country  Gentle  men,as  to  real  ej-iale, 
whilbt  their  halt  pay  drawn  at  stated  intervals  gives  them  an  ad* 
vantage  possessed  t»y  very  few  \\\  iiiis  country  ~Thelr  Bills  almost 
always  beara  premium  of  from  5  t.i  10  /ser  cent  ,  ihif,  with  the 
ditfcrcnce  of  Currency,  and  the  certainty  that  Ont  Hundred 
Pounds,  here,  will  go  farther  in  the  purchase  of  all  the  little  luxu* 
lies  tor  ihe  table,  and  for  the  conveniences  of  life,  than  Tvo 
Hundred  Ptunds  will  obtain  in  England  ;  besides  the  almost  total 
freedom  fnnu  Taxes,  As;-essmenls,  and  many  other  exi-ences  that 
m«S"l  be  incurred  in  Great  Britain  by  Gentlemen  of  this  class,  al- 
togethei  givo  them  extiaurdiiiary  advar.lhges  ;  and, we  have  otteu 
thought,  that  in  no  ott»er  part  oAhe  «lohe  could  they  Mel  tie  down 
so  advantageoiisiy  as  in  this  Province.  Besides,  by  their  attain- 
liieni-,  and  lank  in  life,  the>  are  imroedtalely  eligible  lor  many 
honorable  ^taiilOls,  and  employn.eiits,  which  add  to  their  iitUij- 
^ce/  and  cuaac4ucxicc,if  tiut  to  tUttr  weailh;  aud  sach  GeuUe* 
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ioen  will  have  the  addltioMalsatisfRction  oi  finding  much    of  the 
kind  of  so<.i(*ty  to  which  tlity  have  been  accu^tumt-d,  in  alinoiit  e 
very  part  of  the    Pioviuce,    lor  there  are  now  t)iJt  feu    if  tlic 
settled  Townships  in  which  there  are  not  soaie  half  pay  Othtersi 
either  <»f  the  Army  or  Navy 

vVe  purposely  n^-^lect  sayini:  any  thinp;  of  Merchants  and  Trades- 
men, because  if  any  such  per^^uris  enthaik  spicatatively  in  this 
coudtry  without  being  previously  w^ll  ac«{uainied  with  it.  ar.d  the 
mode  of  transacting  bu5iness,  it  will  he  unduutiiedly  i«»  their  se^ 
vere  cost  and  loss. — Mechanics,  of  almost  every  description)  are 
certain  to  do  welt  if  honest,  sober^  and  iiuin:>;rious. 

To  the  stnnil  capitalist  of  from  £5<H)0  to  X'20,(KK),  and  Uftwards, 
the  Held  that  is  opened  in  Upper  (uiUKJa  is  alluriny^,  splendid.^ 
dazzling!!  But  it  is  jfuc/i  a  subject  that  il  i;- liiflirult  lo  kii  w 
\>h«re  to  begin,  and,  still  moieso,  wheif  t4»  slop!  neither  do  we 
feel  very  w^illing  to  open  the  stoies  of  our  bud^'et,  in  this  partir-H- 
lar,  to  the  whole  world,  further  then  touching  generally  on  a  few 
of  those  subjects  to  VI  hich  soch  a  ca|>italist  should  direct  his  at- 
teiition,  and  by  earnestly  request  in  u  him  '  to  come  t  n*i  set,^'  wheu 
we  promise  him  he  shall  know  more.  Capital  uU,  it  is  uantin;;  to 
place  Canada  in  the  rank  w  hich  her  riatinal  wealth  &,poi.ition  en- 
tlilf  her  to  maintain  in  the  <cMleoi'  nations  ;  h^  as  the  liglil  arm  of 
BtiL.in  ;  and,  we  would  venture  to  insure  a  ct  rta^n  liunbt-r  ol  t  a- 
pitallsts  to  the  amount  above  namt'd,  o  quadruple,  relvrn  loi  the 
sum  expended,  within  the  term  ot  (en  oi  e.  dozen  yturs  !  Ii  <  Ha- 
noi be  expected  we  should  state  the  mode  of  procetdure  on  this 
occasion.

The  buying  and  selling,  the  f  aicelling  out  and  settling,  and  lo- 
cating land,  may  be  caited  tiie  sfuple  bunijiens  oi  h\\  new  countries, 
and  that  in  which  ho'h  individuals  arid  tlir  Staic  are  the  movtdetp- 
ly  concerned  Much  therefore,  nay.  ainio.st  t  very  thing,  dependa 
upon  the  way  in  which  II  is  managed  — Ii  i:j  an  idle  iiiui  abbnrd  o- 
piiii(»n  that  Land  jobhiog  is  injuri-  u-;  to  a  country  When  carrifd 
©n  extcn>*ively  it  is  the  vftiy  b.-ft  thing  that  can  happen  to  a  young 
district,  or  territory,  it  imparts  life,  spiri  ,  ajid  enteiprize,  and' 
convf  Its  what  v^  oiild  otherw  ise  become  a  stagnant,  (inlrid  ma.  bh, 
Jntoa  living  iountaiu  uf  ail  that  givKS  strength  a  d  povv<M-  hi  Em* 
pile.  The  whole  history  of  the  United  Stales,  and  especially  the 
ftccuuutof  tbu  seltlemeiitof  the  U^msefi  Lauds^  iu  tl^e  Sute  of 
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Tifw  Yoik,  to  wliirth  we  liave  alrendy  alluded,  afTirds  striking  il- 
lu-'rati'»MS  <»i"  tills  ni7,iiment. 

'ihe  iHHfll  m'»d«M.»t"seffin};  apart  the  Growth  nnd  Clergy  Reserves 
in  Upimi  CaiuuUi,  is  jerlaiiily  very  ni\}v]\ against  Hum©  Capilalisls 
who  limy  \vi-  i  to  t'lnhark  in  uiidei  takings  ot  (his  k:nd,  and  uveii 
aaaln^l  fjthersv\hu  laay  clefire  to  settle  dowri  together,  and  form 
a  litilft  coinnmniiy  f»f  their  own.  But  it  is  (irc»l)itf)le  the  Pr«)vin- 
cia!  Governm^Mit  ijii;,'ht  be  induced  to  vary  (rttm  tho  cunimun 
praciice  fif  all'itting  /Reserves,  t»n  ht>ii»g  convinced  thai  it  would  he 
|)  oductivti  ol  puhlic  and  private  adraniaije,  to  any  material  ex- 
tent, in  any  particular  vicinily. 

S  (iiRlinus  an  entire  Town>hip  is  offered  for  sale,  ns  it  the  case 
«t  present,  iti  th«  Distriut  of  Newoistle,  in  tiiAT  of  Siymourf 
throijvh  which  the  River  J  rent,  one  pf  the  finest  stream*  it  the 
Province  and  ah!»ijndiniU  with  vlill-seat^,  run-in  irs  criurse  fr 'm 
th«  Rice  L;»Ue  to  the  Bay  of  Q-iinte,  in  Lake  Ontario  I  his 
'i'ownshin  is  ad niiralyly  Calculated  lor  the  forinalion  of  a  benuti- 
in!,  inid  rich  ?eHle»nent  ;  it  is  in  the  iniinediate  iirighliotirhood  of 
tho  J^lnrniora  Iron  Works,  find  >urionnded  on  all  j-ides  hy  thriving 
seuleinents  ;  this  tract  of  land,  n  *i;reat  part  of  which  is  of  the 
fir.'<t  (lUHlitv,  may  now  he  purchased  at  a  jtrice,  and  on  terms,  that 
vouid  iu'.ijre  a  noble  t'orlunj  to  a  Capitalist  of  sufficient  means  to 
rarry  the  pjoptir  plan  of  settlement,  and  lusaic,  into  full  ef- 
fect.

But  there  issoarcely  any  p'lrt  of  t!ie  Province  where  a  man  of 
judginof,  and  with  the  necessary  funds,  mig:ht  not  lay  out  his 
invney  with  a  certainly  of  ertormous  advantage.  As  wv  have  be- 
fore hinted  it  would  not  he  quite  proper  lo  go  info  ddail  on  an 
occasion  like  this  ;  hut  we  should  he  iejc»iced  to  liad  the  arrival 
<'f  men  of  capital  in  this  Province,  not  merely  farineir own  sake, 
but  for  tt\e  general  gofd  of  the  country,  that  would  naturally 
jsrow  in  wealth  and  j;ower,  in  the  same  ratio  with  the  success  of 
jtrivate  individuals  ,     ....      --  ■-,., 

To  those  who  might  wi-'h  to  embark  in  a  commerce  of  raw  mate- 
ria!,f>r  in  Ihe  exten-'ive  mannfaclure  of  staple  erticUs  of  home  coii- 
suinpuoij,  there  is  here  a  line  lidd  for  enterprize.  Bince  the»-e  nro 
ito.ie  of  th>se  resttictions  which  gave  so  niuc!j  um!)rage  in  the  U- 
ftited  Stal'!,s  Defore  their  separation  from  the  Hritisii  ('(•»>vvn,&.  whi'di 
wtTf'  so  i.Mich  dwell  upon  hy  the  famous  Dr.  Puice,  in  his  work 
*^n  Civil  fibedy,  as  being  a  just  cause  of  discontent  and  remons- 
tance.  Ol  the  precious  and  valuHt)lo  metaU  Qoveinment  re- 
Si'cves  Go/il  and  Silcer,  only.  Grantees  are  put  into  the  full,  free, 
and  unciMif  ((hHl  )  o?sosl:*  <  <.f  all  the  C<;/>/i»er,  Lead,  Iron,  Tin, 
or  other?«e/6///i"5,  or  mineral  ,  siibstanceN  to  by  -tound  on  their 
l;u)ds,  toi:elher  with  Coal  a. id  a'l  other  subflances  whatevei  ;  and, 
the  ujiiie  this  cuniitiy  is-raichnd,  by  men  pro(.^rly  qualified^  tbe 
richer  il  will  bt;  found  iti  vdualie  miuera!  productions. 
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Tbfi  bistory  of  th^  Establishraent  of  tbp  yarmorn  Iron  WorkSf 
now  (he  |)i'0|  erfy  ft  the  entprpii.^ing,  iii  foi'iiotic  (  iia(;li:s  li  a)£S, 
ICsijiiiie,  is  hloue  siitHcient  lo  evince  the  iibeialily  ol  (jovenunf  ii(, 
and  the  ho(U:S  (hat  any  olLer  cai  ilniist  niuy  rensofiahly  enlertttin 
of  siiLce&s  in  laying  the  t'oundatiun,  at  least,  ol  future  wealth,  »o 
fai'U!}  (h«  palronai^ti,  atiii  encouragetjieitl  ii(  Govtiruiut^nt  is  coa* 
cerii&d  or  desirtU. 

There  are  many  ManufacJories  of  a  doine^tic  nature  i|)  whidi 
larj;e  capitals  are  required,  the  want  <•('  v\  hich  id  at  present  •ierious- 
iy  felt  by  all  clashes  ot  persons  in  this  Province  01"  these  Salt, 
(whi<:li  may  be  ot'tained  by  going  to  a  surticient  depth  in  alniost  e- 
veiypartof  tJjR  country)  standi  the  firtit  in  the  Iik|.  ui'  riicesslt>/i 
since  the  Upper  Canadians  ai  not  only  supplied  with  grea*  irre- 
gularity, hut  they  pay  at  left,*t  </owi/<5  what  tiiey  ought  Kj  pay  tor 
thia  indi.'^pennal'le  article,  siid  are  under  the  control,  in  lliis  res* 
pec!,  tc»  a  seiiou''  ar»d  alarujing  cxleiit,of  a  people  v,ho  are  always 
rivals,  and  ^owje/ime*  enemies.  At  one  period,  diiring  the  last  war, 
Salt  was  sold  in  this  conniry  at  from  ^h>  to  ^15  per  busrhel,  and 
even  now  it  is  tret^ently  5.  6.  &  ^'7  per  hairel,  in  situatioi  s, 
where  it  ttught  not  to  exceed  ^2  per  l>arrel.  The  ci/lture  ol  To- 
bucco,  Jjtmp.  Flax,  and  /^oo/,  ami  Jiape  for  the  luanulactuie  of 
Oil  for  exportation,  also,  the  establiihiuent  of  Paper  ^Ailil  {\\h  ih 
are  v«  ry  much  WHuted  ;)  of  jXait.  aud  Screw  l''iictories ;  Glass- 
llousts ;  PuUtritx  ;  awd  a  Manufaetory  of  Coarse  Paint.  ■  All  pro- 
iniite  abundant  re  iurns  for  the  outlay  of  capital  ;  and,  to  be  of  the 
most  beneficial  cf)n8equeticesto  the  country. 

ISiiture  has  designed  this  country  to  become  rich,  not  m«refy 
by  her  a}iricultur«l,l)ut  also, in  her  cotnmerciai  advantages;  tcr,  no 
country  in  the  world  is  posjessrd  of  so  many  puhlic  hig[i\vay.s,  hy 
water  cnmraunication,  as  Upper  Canada.  The  rivers  of  a  coun- 
try may  be  compared  to  the  arteries  and  veins  of  the  human  body, 
as  being  a  ike  the  channels  of  communication  of  healih,  and  vi- 
gour, and  life,  betvv»<en  the  resiective  parts 

Tlie  River  St  Lawkknce, which  we  shall  here  consider  as  aris- 
ing from  the  (Jreat  and  Magnificent  Basin  of  Lake  Suferiok, 
(more  than  1500  mih  '>  in  circiunlerenee.)  has  a  ccuir^e  to  1h«sea 
*»t  nearly  3000 miles,  vaiying  iVom  I  to  9v)  loil^s  in  widtlu«;f  which 
diiitanie,  including  the  Lakee  Ontario,  £uie,  and  Hi'koh  ;  it  is 
nnvicable  toi  ships  nt  the  largest  cla^s,  very  nearly  2Uli()  miles, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  distance  is  navii;fd)le  for  barges,  hat- 
teaiJXjik,  vessels  drawing  lillle  w'ater,ef  from  10  to  15  and  even  60 
'Ions  buithen.  Int«  this  great  artcri/,  as  it  were,  of  the  finest 
pait  of  the  country  fall  many  oiher  rivers  of  .such  extent  as, in  any 
other  country,  would  be  esteemed  waters  of  great  magnitude  and 
of  the  highest  importance. 

Some  of  these  Rivers  are  the  outlets  of  regions  of  vast  extent 
tliat  are  watered  by  a  rountless  number  of  Liikes  and  n>inor 
sUeHuia.  Of  these  the  Sa'^uena^ which  falls  into  the  St.  Lawrence 
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bfilow  Quebec  ;  aiu)  tfic  Ottftwns,  or  Gmn«!  Rlrftr,  wfiose  embou- 
chure- U  dividi'd  into  two  i>ranrh''»  hy  \\ie  l.sland  oC  Montreal;  and, 
th*^T)«ntor  Rivei  O'otiihPf,  wliinh  is  the  oullct  of  aluiigchaih  of 
LnkHs.iri  the  north-west  towaids  Lake  Huron,  and  talln  into  L<%kc 
OiitM  io  near  Kingston,  ot'  »\hir,hlhe  fciay  ol  Quinte  may  be  term- 
ed the   muiith,  urn  the  most  con-*i<leithlp 

But  it  would  be  itnpussible  in  h.  sketch  like  this  to  mention  or 
d»>9cribft  n  fiftieth  part  of  the  Lakes &^  river.s  which  open  and  ferti' 
lize  the  exieniive  region  ol  Ui'per  Cflnn<U-  No  one  l^okiug  at 
any  eiis  iig  map  of  the  FVovirue  could  ff>rm  Hny  idea  either  of 
their  numbiT  or  ma^idtude.  Such  a  dctad  must  be  reserved  for 
aiiixher  occasion,  and  aoother  work 

The  principal  JVtw  Sf.tilemtnfs.  thut  have  bren  formed,  are,  the 
Perth-  on  the  water:*  ot'  the  Rideau,  in  the  District  of  Batiiurst; 
the  Rice  Lnke  settlement  in  the  District  of  JNewca.-.lle  ;  and,  the 
Talbot  settlemrnt  in  the  London  District.  But,  duriii^  the  admi< 
ni.siialion  of  the  present  Lieutenant  Governor,  nearly  50  new 
Townships,  averaging  upwards  of  6t),<'0U  ^cres  each,  have  been 
surveyed  wif bin  a  spare  of  fiveyears,  and^Hereare  very  few  of 
these  without  5ome  inhabilant)).  The  population  of  Canada  i:)  in- 
creasini^  with  great  rapidity.  Including  the  Military,  and  aiso  thn 
Aboriirimes  of  the  Country,  i)i)th  Provinces  cannot  contain  much 
less  than  0//«  Million  of  Souls 

But  it  rs  very  difiicull  to  get  at  the  truth,  in  t'-is  respect,  not- 
withstanding an  Act  of  the  Provincial  Parliament  of  Upper  la- 
nad  I  com(*els  th«  inhabitants  of  each  Township,  through  their 
Town  Clerk,  to  make  an  annual  r»*tu»n  The  Census  is  usually 
taken  in  so  careless  and  slovenly  a  manner,  in  the  country,  that 
it  is  seldom  or  never  accurate,  and  the  error  is  always  in  under- 
rating In  the  Lower  Province,  the  Census  is  generally  made  by 
the  resident  Clergy. 

It  !>- probable  the  settled  parts  of  Upper  Canada  contain  about 
SOO.tiOO  souls. — The  largest  towns  a'e  York  aud  Kingston,  of  which 
Kingston  is  the  most  popuhujs,  containing  about  2(KK>  inhabitants, 
Many  otlif>r  towns  arc  grow  ing  into  note,  of  wbicu  the  followiog 
are  the  principal,

only  a  certain  number  of  nun  to  unrriaon  it.  njore  than  th^  number 
wanted  is  jienerally  an  incui.biance,  (vviien  >trHi;lUent  d  in  a 
siejie,)  rather  than  a  benefit,  as  (hey  oidy  serve,  to  consume  tbd 
means  of  a  i-rotracted  u»fence.  We  think  it  wn-*  the  lainous  Gu«- 
TAVDs  AnuLPuus  ci  Hwtdcn,  whu  iaid  ihbl  he  would  uot  desire  a 
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larger  army  than  40,000  men  fit  for  acfnnl  service,  (o  accompfigh 
any  mililary  o^jrcl  ;  n^surh  a  force  wjmiWJ  always  enable  him  to 
chiise  his  positions.  It  is  iiidftMi  worthy  of  rema«k  how  few  men, 
com!>flrQfivelyi  weo- arlnnlly  ertgflo;e(J  in  all  the  roost  mcmurahle 
bnttios.  holh  oi'  anci(M)t  and  inodor!!  tim^s.  But  to  rtturn.  M.  du 
Fr4DT  nfver  rvflfrtftl  that  unlike  Guienne,  or  f^ormnndtf,  or 
Finlavd,  Upper  Canada  was  destined  to  become  in  a  few  years  a 
n»Htcti,  single  handed,  "gainst  any  neighbouring  foe  ;  and,  of  this 
fpct  tht  re  ciMinot  now  i/e  much  doubt,  whilsf  riothing  could  he 
more  preposterous  than  to  supp(»se  the  two  French  provinces 
named  were  a  match  for  all  ?Vance  ;  or.  that  Finland  was  capable 
of  defendin.-:;  itself  ajcainst  the  enormous  power  of  the  I^ussiarr 
Autocrnt.     Enout!;h,  however,  has  oeen  said  on  this  subject  l»Me. 

The  Expojts  of  <,'Bnada  are  already  considerable  ;  and,  from 
.  the  great  enct>ura2emont  he'd  forth  by  the  *'  Trade  AcV'  passed 
dinine;  tlie  last  Session  of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  in  favour  of 
this  Country  it  is  but  rea-onnble  to  expect  they  will  be  greatly  in* 
«:rensed  in  a  short  time.  Sin<'e  the  last  war  with  the  Unitei!  States 
the  E.r;7cr/5  from  the  two  Provinces  have  average'  (including 
Furs  njid  Peltiy^)  about  £1.50(/\000,  and  from  5  to  600  ships  are 
employed  every  year  in  tlie  foreign  and  coasting  trade  The  Ton- 
nai^e  employed  during  the  present  year  (1822)  by  the  Custom* 
IJouse    eturi!S  at  Quebec,  is  no  less  than  146  942  !

Gc€se  Is,  lOd  1-2,  Ducks  Is  lOd  1-2;  Fine  gntwa 
Chickens  Is  to  Is  Sd.pnrpair;  Butter  7d  1-2;  Eggs,  per  dozen, 
3()  12  to  6d  ;  Fine  Flour  gf2  i-2  to  $S  per  Barrel,  and  other  aili- 
clesof  domestic  con-^umi  tiuu  in  proportion 

1  he  domestic  animal"  *>(  Canada  admit  of  great  improvement, 
and  it  is  8lr>ngly  lecommended,  from  the  success  of  some  enpe. 
riments  (hat  have  been  already  made,  to  attend  to  this  improve- 
ment, rather  by  judicious  selection  and  crossing,  than  by  importing 
the  fine  breeds  from  the  two  highly  refined  slock  of  England  ;  ex- 
ceptiug  only  a  few  Stallions  of  the  large,  improved  Coach  or 
Cart,  Horses  of  England,  which  rTre  much  wanted  to  give  weiglit 
and  power  \o  \\\^  spindltshrnked ,  Jlimsey,  hoi srts  imported  into  the 
Upper  Province  from  the  United  Slates  ;  and,  to  p.ive  sijre  to  the 
tight,  compactj  hardy,  invincible  little  horse  of  the  Lower  Pro* 
ifiure.  «    .       .  . 


*  Thpsp  valunbl»i  |>roducts  to  a  very  large  amount  are  annually 
Cftrried  iinotlie  United  Sinte*  fi..ro  various  parts  of  Upper  Cana- 
da, in  .  H;iy  that  is  unknown  at  Montreal  or  Quebec,  and  const* 
quently  do  ooi  appear  iu  the  Custom  iiowit  Books  tbiirt. 


ft  has  often  been  asserted  that  ih^  poney  of  Wales,  and  the  ^fd- 
\oway  of  Srotland  are  sii|>erior,  fnr  their  siz(?,  to  any  i.th»!»*  hor-^9 
in  tliP  world.  But  tho  writer  of  this  article  h;\c,  no  doubt  thai  hurst'S 
call  bp  found  in  Montreal  nnd  Qii«hec  of  14  hand-  higlf,  and  under, 
tliat  foi  di-au'ing  or  carryinj^  heavy  \v«  i<^ht.s,  Hi»d  for  bulloni,  and 
sheer  hardihood,  would  far  surt)as>  the  horsMs  of  any  tither  coun- 
try, not  even  excepting  any  [tart  of  (irr-at  Britain  ;  so  justW  re- 
nowned for  the  excollciif  e  of  it>  Pcru^/s  as  well  as  lor  the  nialrh- 
lesscliaracler  of  iH  Hunt^MS  and  fince  Morses  : — sinee  ihe  liUte 
horses  of  Lovvcr  Canada  are  every  dny  imrtorrninir  what  would  t>e 
tjt enied  t;»'eal  exploit'*,  were  jhty  recorded  in  t'.ie  Sj'or/sman's  Ma- 
grtxiiie.  But,  excfcllent  as  Ujese  horses  are,  their  iniericrsize  ren- 
der-<  them  unfit  for  fuany  f  iirjfoses  of  draught. 

TliP  horned  Cattle  oi  this  country  merely  w  ant  f^ood  winferingf 
and  more  atten'ioi.  than  is  now  generally  paid  to  a  judiui«;U^  croas 
iu  breeding  ;  to  be  t^fery  thirig  that  a  iarrrier  could  desire. 

Sheip  art},  for  the  greater  |,art,  imported  from  tfie  United  State?, 
and  have  more  or  less  of  the  Merino  in  their  breed,  to«»  n»ut:h  so, 
in  niir  opinion,  to  he  so  protitHble  in  this  climate,  and  widi  tiiu 
caieless  management  they  receive,  as  they  iu:ght  be.  It  is  thought 
tliatliie  innproved  VKevlol.  u'ho>e  fleece  is  ^^  eighty,  and  possens 
a  long  staple,  might  be  introduced  into  Canada  with  great  succebSi 
and  it  is  well  w.mMIi  while  to  make  the  experiment. 

There  are  tiiose  who  wish  for  an  imp  .rtation  of  the  largest 
hrepd  of  English  n«»gs,  to  give  weiffht  'o  tlios-c  of  this  country,  as 
Hell  as  to  render  them  of  a  more  kindly  nature,  as  a  breeder  w  ould 
(prm  it  But,  there  is  noi  the  snialle.«f  doubt  that  a  i<kilfnland  at- 
iftiilivp  farmer,  who  is  a  g(»od  n)anager,  m^y  have  a  breed  pf 
Hos^',  without  leaving  Canada,  equal  to  every  thing  he  may  de- 
8i;i'. 

So  much  has  now-  been  said  on  subjects  that  may  be  deemed,  ia 
^Riierivb  foreign  to  a  pnbiicntion  of  this  nature^  (hat  tnc  writer  ia 
aireid  of  ♦niaiffing  this  «A:e/c/i  until  he  knows  how  tar  it  may  firove 
acceptable  to  the  Public.  Shouh)  he  iiavu  the  happiness  to  find 
lii<  I'la.i  ai»p<'«>ved  of,  he  will  undertake  to  vvtjjk  up,  what  is  now 
nutiiiiiM;  more  thafi  a  rough  outline,  very  hastily  sKetrhed,  into  a 
t)nirp  finished  picture,  tor  u  succeeding  tuluwe  of  this  work, 
w.  ich  he  is  desirous  of  rendering  as  useful  a  companion  as  he  can 
Di<ike  it  to  all  ranks  of  people  who  visit,  or  v\ho  may  intend  to  vt« 
lit, as  well  as  lo  those  who  reside,  in  this  Province. 

Before  he  concludes,  however,  as  a  great  oeal  has  been  said, 
lol  Into, ill  disparagement  »)f  (he  plan  adopted  by  Government  which 
grnnts  no  more  than  50  Acres,  without  the  payment  of  Fees,  to 
oriliiiary  applicant.*^,  the  writi*:-  cannot  he[\^  rtj)taling  that  the  libe- 
faiity  of  the  Briti.'.h  Government  in  this  |)&rticnlj  r,  is  without  a 
pa  aioll  in  the  history  rf  the  world,  ancient  or  mederii.

^reed  to  chtiiHt  ft'iizf  as  a  lihrrul,  humane,  and  virlijdus  IrRisIt;. 
lor  ;  and.  even  J'enn  did  n.tt  thnik  fit,  in  that  g.-ldcn  day  of  cheap 
gitts,  in  laiid  niHtl<»is,  to  part  with  poi linns  of  his  va>t  teniloiy 
withuiit  a  price,  winch  even  then  was  dm  ined  •so  uifltng,  as  to  lie 
little  fuoie  than  iiuniin.d,  arid /< is  fee  npon  his  larger  ^ranJs  ot 
1000  acrts  was  4.'^0  livres*  ;  awd  to  those  u  ho  cotjid  not  pay  for 
iijore,  he  planted  50  acres,  \for  the  nnnunl  quit  rtnt  uf  u7ic  *o/, 
ten  (le/iiers  and  a  half  per  ncre,'  equal  to  otu  ptniujy  or  four  4/a/.
